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Our Roads. _ 
The wide-spread awakenthy that has 
been developed this spring with regard 
to the betterment of our highWays is 
an encouraging sign. It 1s time that a 
“good enough’? theory is done away 
with. 

That our roads are far behind those 
of Bngland and the continent is well 
known to many. A traveller journey- 
ing through England, Germany, Switz- 
erland, or Italy always meets with 
smooth, well built highways, and such 
thoroughfares as one finds ameng the 
mountains of Switzerland, semetimes 
chiselled out of the solid rock, some- 
times tunnelled beneath it, or again 
spanning a deep gorge by an arched 
bridge, are grand to see. The roads of 
the Romans, lasting through genera- 
tions, are proverbial, and yet what 
have we? 

It seems a matter of little or no im- 
portance in our state or national gov- 
ernment, that our public highways 
should receive serious attention and 
ample appropriations. In the majority 
of our states only the most primitive 
systems of road legislation and only 
the most crude methods of repair are 
in vogue. While this article is not a 
treatise on toad legislation, it seems 
only fair to mention that the author 
believes the government should appor- 
tion sums for highway improvement 
just as much as for river and harbor 
improvement. The large surplus which 
has rested in the country’s treasury 
might surely be put to good use here, 
He who sets forth the gospel of good 
roads seems extravagant to the farmer 
or townsman, already taxed and as- 
sessed heavily. You can never, how- 
ever, construct a good road with little 
money and even less knowledge of the 
proper methods, let the farmer in- 
telligently credit his account with the 
horseflesh and wagon repair saved, and 
let the storekeeper credit the large in- 
crease of business good roads are sure’ 
to bring to his town, and he will seon 
find the investment an economical and 
paying one. A good piece of werk re- 
quires skilled workmen and efficient 
teols. Every town that can afford it 
should employ a skilled road engineer, 
who should receive his instructions 
from a road committee. A large part 
of his salary will be saved by the judi- 
cious use to which he will put his 
money and employees. 

Three implements are indispensable 
to good road making. They are: A 
road machine, a stone crusher, anda 
heavy roller. Your road machine will 
do the work of ten men in half the 
time they would require; your stone 
crusher will use up your loose stones 
and crush them wherever you desire, 
thus saving transportation and hire of 
crushing; and a 15-ton roller will con- 
solidate 2000 square yards of newly 
laid road-bed in a day, leaving a smooth, 
hard surface. Each of these machines 
fills the requirements of efficacy, econ; 
omy and time. Each will soon pay for 
itself. 


LOCATION. 

Many roads which we travel over to- 
day were constructed without refer- 
ence to suitability of land or any 
method of common sense. A highway 
being felt necessary between two places, 
the plow was ‘‘struck in’? and run 
pretty much in a direct course, regard- 
less of steep hills which might have 
been avoided or marshes which might 
have been skirted. The writer recalls 
an old road which well illustrates this, 
Formerly descending a sharp hill into 
a low marshy place and then ascending 
an opposite hill, its course was re- 
cently so changed, that by a slight 
deviation and a long graceful curve the 
roadway was built along the side of a 
hill, completely avoiding the slightest 
grade. 

The only remedy for many old roads 
is to completely change their ceurses. 
In many cases itis the only salvation 
from uunecessary hills and poor drain- 
age. How would you secure a good 
location? Make a careful study of the 
land through which the road is to run, 
and survey its course very much as if 
you were laying out a railway. A good 
general theory is to run a road about 
where a railroad would be located if it 
were put through the same land. Many 
of the cuttings and embankments of 
the railway may be avoided. The dif- 
ficulties to be constantly overcome are 
hills in hilly country and swamps in 
flat country. An average gradient 
should be formed and closely held to. 
In working over old reads many small 
hills may be cut down. A horse that 
can draw 2000 pounds en a level road 
can draw only 500 pounds on a rise of 
one foot in ten. Some of our roads 
have a rise of one foot in eight. Five 
feet in a hundred is a good standard. 

DRAINAGE. 


Lay out your road so as to afford an 
easy course, and then study the. best 
means to make it dry and well drained. 
Half the secret of a good road lies here. 

A railroad is never built on natural 
soil. ‘An ample trench is first exca- 
vated and then filled in with rock or 
sand, Through cuttings the earth is 
removed several feet below the sur- 
face of the cross-ties and then filled in 
with some loose material affording a 
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dry roadbed. Don’t build a highway 
on the topsoil, by heaping up the earth 
from the ‘sides. A trench should: al- 
ways be dag out and filled in with some 
good filtering matenal, Adequate 
ditches or drains should extend contin- 
uously along the entire.road.’ Espec- 
ially is this desirable through cuttings 
and along hillsides where the water 
tends to settle. As far as possible, by 
culverts and gradings, these drains 
should immediately carry off the water, 
so that it will not soak into the road- 
bed. Make the bottom of the drain 
always below the base of the roadbed. 


GRADING, 


Nearly all our old roads allow of a 
vast deal of improvement by remould- 
ing their roadbeds. Many of them 


may be regraded, and made into well 
drained, hard roads. Let your road- 


bed always have a cross section of mod- 
erature curvature. This is indispen- 
sable. _The rounding 1s nearly always 
exaggerated by road makers. Only a 


.very slight curvature is sufficient to 


turn off all water, but this curvature 
should never be omitted. It costs little 
more to have a road wide enough to 
pass easily than to construct it so that 
you have to risk an upset on one side 
or a collision on the other, to edge by 
your neighbor’s carriage. A read 24 
feet wide will be ample for passing any 
ordinary vehicle. 
THE ROADBED. 

Here solidity and permanency should 
be the watchwords, The systems of 
Macadam and Telford are too well 
known to need description or praise 
here. Ifa thorough roadbed is once 
attained, the cost of repairing the road 
will be but trifling. Every roadbed 
should have seme sort of stone founda- 
tion. This may be topped with ordi- 
nary gravel, but if it is possible make 
the surface of stone also crushed very 
small. Two horses will draw a load on 
an asphalt surface, which would require 
twenty horses to draw on the ordinary 
dirt road! You do not believe this? 
Try the experiment and see. No pieces 
of stone larger than those wich would 
pass through a two-inch ring should be 
left on the surface. Iw selecting the 
material due regard should be paid to 
the durability and resistance to frost. 
It doesn’t pay to spread on 4 stone 
which rapidly crumbles. Shales and 
sandstones make poor covering as the 
weather soon disintegrates them. 

Think of it as you will, the awaken- 
ing which has started is sure to bring 
an improved system of highway con- 
struction and maintenance. Those who 
expound it will be strongly resisted, 
but the people whom it is:desired to 
benefit will sometime look upon the 
present system with disgust, and real- 
ize that the change is for their good.

Weather Notes. 


The Elizabethan Lectures. 


The second lecture of the Elizabethan 
series was given by the Honorable Geo. 
Makepeace Towle last Tuesday evening. 
The subject was, England, Mistress of 
the Seas. 

Mr. Towle sketched the defenceless 
state in which England found herself af- 
ter queen Mary’s reign and described the 
cruises of Drake, Frobisher, Davis, Haw- 
kins, Raleigh and others in their con- 
quests of the Spaniards and their search 
for the northwest and northeast passages 
to India. 

The conquests and discoveries of those 
great voyagers, the most renowned se 
men in Europe, followed by the victory 
of Lord Howard over the Invin- 
cible Armada in 1588, which consisted of 
130 vessels having on board 20,000 soldiers 
for the conquest of England, made Eng- 
land the mistress of the seas. . 

Mr. Towle’s description of the naval 
enterprises during Elizabeth’s reign were 
most interesting, He bas the art of ma 
king word pictures. His style is 50 
graphic and so clear that whatever he de 
scribes is presented to his audience in 4 
most pleasing manner, His picture of 
Sir Francis Drake, the comparison of the 
Great Harry of 1500 tons and seven decks 
of Elizabeth’s time, with the Inflexible 
of nearly 12000 tons and guns firing pro 
jectiles weighing a ton of queen Victoria's 
time, and his description of the Spanish 
Armada and its defeat, all showed that 
Mr. Towle has the gift of presenting his 
subject in an original and _ instructive 
manner, 

The criticism of the Boston papers 
when Mr. Towle gave his Elizabethan 
lectures at the Lowell Institute a short 
time ago, placed his lectures among the 
most instructive and interesting that had 
been given in Boston.’ His last lecture 
will be next Tuesday evening. The sub-

SMOOTHES DIFFERENCES BETWEEN 
UNITED STATES AND ITALY. 


Brought About by the New Orleans Mas- 
sacre—The Money to Be Divided Be- 
tween the Heirs of Three Victims. 
WASHINGTON, April 15.—Inquiry in this 

city confirms the statement coming from 

Rome thata complete and amicable set- 

tlement has been reached in the interna- 

tional difficulties between the United 

States and Italy, growing out of the New 

Orleans tragedy. It appears that the 

government of the United States:has vol- 


the heirs of the three Italians who 
were fed at New Orleans and were 
found to be subjects of the Italian govern- 
ment. 

It was understood that the money was 
taken from the annual appropriation of 
$80,000 to enable the president to provide 
for unforeseen emergencies in the diplo- 
matic and consular service, so that it will 
be necessary to call upon congress for a 
specific appropriation. By this action on 
part of the United States government the 
disagreeable complications in the rela- 
tions of the two governments, it is be- 
leved, have been removed, and within a 
short time the diplomatic relations be- 
tween them will be restored to the amica- 
ble status existing before the New Or- 
leans tragedy, Minister Porter returning 
to Rome, and a minister from Italy taking 
up his residence in Washington. 


AN INSANE MOTHER’S DEED. 


She Cats the Throat of Her Babe and 
Attempts to Take Her Own Life. 


PORTLAND, Me., April 18.—Easter Sun- 
day had a sad closing for the family of 
James Robertson of this city. The little 
baby whu came into the family circle 
three weeks ago is lying dead, and its 
mother is at the Greeley hospital with two 
gaping wounds in her throat. 

fter dinner the husband went upstairs 
and lay down, while the children played 
just-outside the doorin the yard. The 
mother sat rocking the baby on her knee, 
singing it to sleep with a lullaby as her 
husband left her. He had been upstairs 
half an hoar, when he heard piercing 
screams from his wife. He rushed down- 
stairs and a horrible gaze met his eyes. 

His wife sat there, with the little one 
lying dead across her lap, its throat cut in 
a ghastly manner, while blood was pour- 
ing from his wife’s throat. She rocked 
back and forth, crooning a melody and 
brandishing a razor in her right hand. 

He grasped the razor and called for help. 
Officers quickly responded and physicians 
were sent for. The dull glare of insanity 
shining in the eyes of the demented 
woman told the story. 

The efforts of the physicians were di- 


' rected to saving the life of the unfortunate 


mother. Mrs. Robertson is now entirely 
out of her mind, but the physicans say she 
will live and may recover her reason. Cor- 
oner Gould deemed an inquest unneces- 
sary. 


PLEADS NOT GUILTY. 


Story of the Crime for Which Rhodes 
Cornell is Now on Trial, 


PROVIDENCE, April 19.--Rhodes Cornell 
was brought before the supreme court at 
East Greenwich to answer tothe charge 
of murdering John Gaddis at Anthony 
last October. The prisoner pleaded not 
guilty. The jury was empanelled and 
went to visit the scene of the shooting. 

The crime for which Cornell is -ar- 


* raigned occurred Oct. 31 of last year at 


his home in Anthony Village inthe town 
of Coventry, Cornell was intoxicated and 
indulging in his customary abuse toward 
his wife and her sister, Mrs. Eliza Rey- 
nolds, who lived with them.§ When 
John Gaddis called at the house, Cornell 
was restrained by him from doing some vio- 
lence to the women. Cornell resented the 
interference, and was thrown to the floor 
by Gaddis, who let him up after showing 
that he could overpower the half-drunken 
mau. On reaching his feet, Cornell sulk- 
ly retired toan adjoining bedroom, and 
procured a gun. Coming out he dis- 
charged its contents into the side of John 
Gaddis, who died from the effects of the 
wound the same evening.

Horrible Double Tragedy in » Notorious 
Providence “ Dive.” 

Provipesck, April 18—A _ frightful 
double tragedy occurred in this city at 9 
o’clock Saturday night, the vi tims being 
Mary. Garrahan and Ardoor M. Simonian. 
The Garrahan woman is 28 years of age 
and single, and for the last two years has 
been the housekeeper in May Davenport’s 
notorious Grapevine, at 16 Back street, 
where she was killed.

thought it was nothing but a lovers’ quar- 
rel. A tew minutes latertwo shots were 
heard. Then came a piercitig scream and 
all was still save a low moan as of two 
people in mortal agony. 

An alarm was then sent out, and when 
the police arrived and made their way to 
the Garrahan woman’s room, a moat 
horrible sight met their gaze. Simonian 
lay upon the floor of the little bedroom 
shot in the abdomen. He was conscious, 
but failing fast. His wound was at once 
pronounced a fatal one, and he was taken 
to the hospital. 

It needed but a glance to tell them that 
the woman was beyond all possible as- 
sistance. She was simply butchered, and 
a more horrible spectacle can scarcely be 
imagined. Simoniun bad used a large clasp 
knife of the hunting type and with one 
edge as keen as a razor. 

She managed to say that Simonian shot 
her first, but she had not been shot at all, 
and she alone handled the revolver. She 
was one of the vilest creatures of her kind. 
She died shortly after 1 o'clock Sunday 
morning., Simonian died about six hours 
later.

Beautiful Flowers and Japanese ideas 
about them. James Matthew 
Barrie. 


While driving at this season it is 
most delightful to see the beautiful 
array of flowers in the windows. There 
is a winding road in one of our cities, 
which faces the south for the most 
part, where every cottage window. is 
filled with red, white, or goloe blos- 
soms. Ruskin beautifully puts it: 
“Flowers are the cottager’s treasure, 
and in the crowded town mark, as with 
a little broken fragment of the rainbew, 
the windows of the workers in whose 
heart rests the covenant of peace.” 
Flowers are bright thoughts in them- 
selves, and have been used as emblems 
and gifts even in the remotest ages. 
Grecian mythology is a storehouse of 
legends and fancies, The marigold is 
the emblem of the Hindoo, the gor- 
geous chrysanthenum of the Chinese, 
and the water-lily of the Assyrians. 


“In Eastern lands they talk in flowers 
And they tell ina garland their loves and 


_— Cares; 
Each blossom that blooms in their garden 


bowers, 
On its leaves a mystic language bears.” 
eee 


The Japanese ideas about flowers and 
their arrangement are most bewilder- 
ing to our western minds. It is fine 
art with them and their are certain 
laws which govern the floral designs as 
absolute as in Painting and Sculpture. 
The subject is most complicated and 
most fascinating. They even take into 
consideration the stems in a flower 

roup. These are never put together 
but have an underlying lineal idea, be- 
ing. sometimes bi-lineal, sometimes 
tri-lineal or five and seven-lined by the 
addition of subordinate lines. There 
are too, certain errors to be strictly 
avoided, such as cross-cutting, window- 
cutting and Parallelism. In many com- 
positions one of the principal lines is 
allowed to drop conspicuously at one 
side, and is called a Streamer; but it is 
a fatal error to use a Double Streamer 
—that is, to insert’ a drooping branch 
on each side of tlie same composition. 
Certainly their manner of enjoying 
floral arrangement is most. different 
from ours; we devote our attention to 
the flowers themselves while the Jap- 
anese lover of flowers bestows his admi- 
ration on the whole plant or tree pro- 
ducing them, Certain evergreens and 
flowerless shrubs stand very high in 
floral rank. Such are the pine and 
Bamboo, and. the maple with its red- 
dening leaves is one of the principal 
flowers of autumn. The lines of branch 
and stem, the form and surfaces of the 
leaves and the distribution of buds 
and blossoms receive their full share of 
attention. The rugged nature of the 
Plum trunk, with its straight, stiff 
shoots, or the graceful sweep of the 
branches of the dine ah 4 Cherry are 
inseparably associated with the beauty 
.which the blossoms themselves possess. 
Seasonableness in the choice of mate- 
rial is one of the leading a 
which guide the designer. @ asso- 
ciate luxuriousness of design with rarity 
but the Japanese find sie Th opposition 
to their rules of art. Flowers bloom- 
ing out of their proper season are 
usually rejected for floral compositions, 
which are intended in a manner to be 


expressive of a apbomany period of the, 


year. ‘‘April blossoms used in any 
other month would appear as incon- 
gruous and out of place as would be 
winter clothing worn in the summer 
time, It follows therefore that the 
proper cultivation of the Floral Art re- 
quires a thorough acquaintance with 
the nature and grewth of the plants 
employed and even the varying char- 
acteristics of the same plant during dif- 
ferent seasons, in the case of these 
which are common to several months. 
The Flag, or Iris, for example, has a 
peculiar bend and vitality in its leaves 
and a different length and vigor 1n its 
flower-stems, at the various periods of 
its growth, and these distinctions are 
all kept in view in employing this 
flower in compositions.” onsidera- 
tions of good and evilluck enter largely 
into the choice of flowers employed as

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est obstacle to a sound forest policy. 
There are a few enthusiasis in this 
country who view trees in the same 
way, and consider the lumbermen born 
enemies of the human race; but in re- 
ality. tree cutting is just as essential to 
the forests as tree planting. 

Since the introduction of Arbor Day 
forest farming has assumed an impor- 
tant position in the eyes of the federal 
and state governments. The ‘elaborate 
reports and experiments and publications 
of documents upon the subject have dis- 
seminated knowledge of the question so 
generally that widespread interest is 
manifested on every side. In other coun- 
tries, monarchical and republican, gov- 
ernment aidtoforest industry isemployed 
on a large scale and with great success. 
Not only do state and county govern- 
ments resort to it, but societies, and 
even private estate holders, consider it 
within their sphere and a, proper direc- 
tion of their funds and activities to plant 
materia! either free of cost or at nomi- 
nal prices. In this country, where im- 
mediate returns from an investment are 
more frequently looked for than in older 
-eountries, aud where the practice of for- 
est planting and management is not yet 
established, this kind of government en- 
couragement seems most legitimate and, 
when carried on& on a judicious plan, 
the most feasible way of advancing the 
interest of practical forestry. 

The most noted advance in reforesta- 
tion in this country has been the appli- 
cation of mechanics to tree planting. 
Practical forestry may receive a new 
impetus from the invention of a ma- 
chine capable of breaking the ground 
and setting and planting from 20,000 to 
80,000 seedling trees, all in one motion, 
in one day. This machine was invented 
as a direct result of the influence of Ar- 
bor Day and its celebration.
